BRAINSTORMS 


With Ferrin Cox 


We have been doing a bit of digging into the deficit 


budget/increase, federal taxes and/or cut spending 
program debate. We don't pretend to be able to solve the 
many-faceted problems facing America and the whole w orld 
today, but with a little bit of reading and listening to the 
right people we can be prepared. The conclusion we read at 
this time is that there will be federal tax increases, but not 
until the elections are over next year. The huge deficits will 
drop some from the 200 million annually, but only because 
of an improved economy and more taxes being paid while 
the cuts in spending may come in some of the entitlement 
programs; Medicare-Medicaid are big eaters of taxes and 
growing, but federal retirement and Social Security raises 
are now getting some behind-the-scenes looks. Some of 
these programs may need cutting, slowing down or 
rearranging, but it could be painful for politicians as well as 
those getting the changes. All the problems haven't been 
solved for the Social Security program either, and the 
ever-increasing percentage and wage base aren't enough to 
keep up. Therefore, this will entail changing some of the 
programs fumded by Social Security payments over into the 
general fund, along with other welfare programs - where 
they belong. 


The Elba Jaycees are moving along with their plans for the 
annual Christmas parade, to be held this year on December 
10 at2 p.m.

We were disturbed to hear that a daughter of Vernon and 
Karen Mickey, formerly of Elba, has died in Oklahoma. 
Nineteen-year-old Melanie Mickey contracted ‘‘B’’ Strain 
Hepatitis and died six days later in an Oklahoma hospital. 
The Mickey family lived in Elba for several years while their 
three children were smal! and he was serving as court 
reporter for Judge Eris Paul. He later served in the same 
position for Federal Judge Varner in Montgomery. They 
live at 809 N. Forrest Place, Jenks, Oklahoma 74037. 


A New Jersey lottery winner of 1.6 million dollars actually 
tore up his ticket after hearing a number over the radio that 
didn’t match his. That later turned out to have been the 
winner for the week before; and upon reading his actual 
number, either in the newspaper or on the tube, he dug out 
the pieces and read, ‘‘Void if torn or altered’. 
ending, however, was that judges waived that statement 
because they were able to determine that his truly was the 
winning ticket . . . $80,000 a year for twenty years would pay 
a few of my bills! 


The striking Greyhound bus drivers continue to turn down 
the new contracts that include cuts in pay. With the 
company fast training new drivers and putting them on the 
road, we predict these drivers are going the way of the air 
traffic controllers who went out on strike several years ago. 
Some of those people are still hunting work. The matter has 
probably gone too far now, but somewhere back down the 
line someone should have stepped forward and worked out a 
settlement before folks got their pride up there where 
common sense is supposed to be sitting. The company is 
losing a bunch of money, the striking workers are losing a 
bunch of money, and possibly more than that if career 
employees must find a new position or line of work to pay 
the grocery bill. 


The Middle East fighting continues, even though it is on a 
reduced scale at this writing. The latest word is that PLO 
leader Arafat promises to leave Tripoli, Lebanon, with his 
loyal soldiers; and those supported by Syria who are 
opposing him will also remove their troops. However, these 
things have been known to explode at any time, and 
besides, | seem to remember that Arafat made a similar 
agreement with Israeli troops some time back; and slipped 
back to lead his soldiers who had hidden by putting down 
their guns and picking up plows or other tools and 
pretending to be innocent civilians. 


Circuit Judge Billy Joe Sheffield, the judge who got into hot 
water over filing contempt charges against a woman who 
wrote a Letter-to-the-Editor, is still having to pay the price. 
He has been suspended from the bench while en official 
inquiry takes place, even though his pay does continue. We 
doubt he will get any more than a slap on the wrist, but 
wouldn't give a plugged nickel for his re-election chances 
when this six-year term is up. The whole matter had grave 
implications, and if left unchecked could have ultimately 
wrecked our democratic society. Being mgxe realistic, 
however, and putting the whole thing in perspective, we can 
think of other cases where greater injustices were done 
because of a judge’s friendship with a lawyer or a judge 
letting personal opinions get in the way of the law books. 


It is the Christmas season - time for increased shopping and 
time for us to renew our reminder to shop at home. We have 
had people actually get mad with us for taking this position; 
and were told of one school teacher who defended the 
consistent out-of-town buying of almost everything, and 
indicated we were rather stupid, along with a few other 
things. We can't deny any of those charges, but are kinda 
proud of the things those sales taxes furnish for our schools, 
roads, hospital, etc. Add this to the possibility that our 
friends and neighbors might make an extra dollar to spend 
here themselves, to keep other neighbors working . . . we 
feel it is our patriotic duty to shop at home . . . FIRST.

Although it is required 
for graduation, driver's 
education is still one of the 
most important courses an 
Elba High School student can 
take. 

The public has several 
misconceptions about driving 
and driver education. One 
common belief is that anyone 
who has driver’s license is 
capable of the responsible 
operation of a motor vehicle. 
Anyone can pass a test and 
get their license, but that 
doesn’t really show them the 
bare facts about driving. 

The course is somewhat 
unusual in that students will 
apply knowledge gained 
from it to everyday life. It is 
the only course where one 
mistake can kill you. In 
addition, many people do not 
realize the savings that can 
be gained on automobile 
insurance rates by complet- 
ing driver's education, 

Coach Hank Kennedy is 
the Elba High School driver 
education instructor. To be 
an instructor one must have 
at least a BS degree or 18 
hours in traffic safety. 

To sum up the purpose of 
the course: ‘‘I think driver's 
education is a good oppor- 
tunity to learn how to drive 
safely and correctly.”’ 

This one-semester course 
is available to all EHS 
students at least 15 years of 
age or older. No driving 
permit is required, but 
recommended, There is also 
asmall fee.

BLACK HISTORY 


Negro Heroes of the War: 
Among those who gained 
recopnition hy receivine the 
nation’s highest tribute, the 


Congressional Medal of 
Honor, were twerity one 
Neproes. Among these 
were men who served with 
meritorious service in the 
United States Navy. At the 
conclusion of the Civil War a 
total of 118,044 men had 
enlisted in the Navy. About 
one-fourth of these- 29,511- 
were Negroes, and five of 
them were awarded the Navy 
Medal of Honor. There were 
men such as Landsman, 
Aaron, Anderson who served 
on board the Wyandank 
during the expedition up 
Mattox Creek in March, 
1865. Anderson was under 
heavy fire from the enemy, 
yet performed his duties in 
the face of extreme danger. 
Robert Blake an escaped 
slave was serving on board 
the steam gunboat Marble 
Head off Legareville, South 
Carolina, when the enemy 
attacked from Johns Island. 
Blake, a gunner, was cited 
for carrying out his duties in 
such a manner that the 
enemy abandoned its 
position, There were sixteen 
Negro soldiers in the Union 
Army who received the Army 
Medal of Honor. In order to 
'be awarded this medal a man 
had to exhibit bravery and 
courage above and beyond 
the call of duty and also had 
to be recommended for the 
medal by his commanding 
officer.

An elderly Troy woman was killed 


and a rural Coffee County woman 
seriously injured last week as a result of 
an attack by a bulldog at a home in 
north Coffee County. 


The deceased was identified as 


Emma Grace Oliver, age 63, of Troy, 
while the injured woman who was later 
transferred to an Atlanta, Georgia, 
hospital, was identified as Louise 
Arnold, age 57. A third woman at the 
scene, Wilima Furlow, of Troy, escaped 


Supt. Vaughan Pleased 
With Results Of State 
Graduation Exam 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular monthly 

meeting on Tuesday morning, Dec. 6, 
at the Vocation Center in New Brockton 
and heard Supt. of Education John W. 
Vaughan report he was ‘“‘tickled pink"’ 
about the results of the state gradua- 
tion examination in the county system. 

“The Coffee County School System 
had a higher percentage of students 
passing the test than any county system 
in the state,"’ said Vaughan, ‘‘and that 
indicated we have a good education 
program | think our students did 
exceptionally well!”’ 

Supt. Vaughan reported that out of 
113 students taking the test in the 
county system, only two failed to pass 
reading, while six failed to pass 
language and mathematics. 

“Every single student taking the 
test at Zion Chapel passed both reading 
and language and another school had 
100% passing the reading section. The 
overall figures are most gratifying for 
our teachers.” 

It was originally planned to organize 
a special remedial class to provide 
individual work for the students not 
passing the test; however, because of 
the small number, the students will be 
given remedial help in regular classes. 

The county's problem with asbestos 
will soon be over, as at Tuesday's 
meeting the board accepted a low bid of 
$52,258 for asbestos removal. The 
substance was found in two classrooms 
in Kinston, the lunchroom at New 
Brockton and on various pipes, and the 
removal will consist of removing the 
substance completely. The removal, 
which will be done during the Christmas 
holidays, will be financed with 
additional funds recently received from 
the state. 

Five new 66-passenger school buses 
were delivered to the county Friday and 
all have been placed on the most highly 
populated routes. The new buses will 
give the system a fleet of seven spare 
buses. 

The county will soon have a certified 
instructor to teach the students in the 
system that are “‘hearing impaired,”’ 
Karen Sue Miller, who taught two years 
at the Alabama School for the Deaf, will 
begin teaching in the near future and 
will provide special aid to the three 
students in the county that are hearing 
impaired, 

The county system's new “No 
Smoking” policy was officially adopted 
and Supt. Vaughan said the policy 
“would be enforced."’ The new policy, 
to go in effect the second semester, is as 
follows: 


SMOKING/USE OF TOBACCO OR 
SNUFF 


Possession or use of tobacco in any 
form shall not be allowed in any school 
facility or on school grounds by students 
during school hours.

The school principal shall be 
authorized to secure any tobacco sub- 
stance from students who possess such 
substances. 

This policy applies when a student is 
in personal possession of this sub- 
stance in a school building facility or on 
school grounds during school hours. 

Tobacco products brought to school 
in a vehicle must be left in the vehicle 
for the duration of the school day and 
may not be abused for the duration of 
the school day until said vehicle has left 
school property. 

Students shall be subject to 
suspension if tobacco substances are 
found in their personal possession 
during school hours. Students who 
repeatedly abuse the policy may be 
recommended for expulsion. 

In other action at Tuesday's 
meeting, the board: 

***adopted the minutes of the previous 
meeting; 

***npaid bills and accounts; 

***heard that more parents than ever 
visited the schools during American 
Education Week; 

***was told construction of the new 
Kinston Elementary School was ahead 
of schedule, with a new completion date 
expected of April, 1984; 

***heard that money was available for a 
public Library in Kinston and the funds 
would be used to improve the school 
facility, which would be open at night to 
serve the public; 

***oranted a leave of absence to a New 
Hope teacher; 

***adopted a resolution thanking 
George Wallace Jr. for visiting the 
schools in the county; 

***and, heard a board member relay a 
complaint from a minister about basket- 
ball teams practicing on Sundays. 


Attorney General Reports 


Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said the Alabama law which 
requires a police officer to hold a person 
accused of DUI until his alcohol blood 
level drops below 0.1 applies to 
juveniles as well as to adults.

According to authorities at the 
scene, the three women were walking 
out of the home of Mrs, Arnold, located 
on a dirt road near the Pike County line, 
when the bulldog jumped on Oliver, 
knocking her to the ground.. The dog 
attacked the woman, biting her around 
the head and neck, while the other 
ladies attempted to pull the dog off. 
Mrs. Arnold reportedly got a sack of 
dog food and poured it on the ground to 
draw the dog away; however, the 
90-pound bulldog then attacked Arnold. 
The Oliver woman crawled to Arnold 
and tried to pull the dog off, prompting 
the bulldog to leave Arnold and resume 
its attack on her! 

The other ladies went into the house 
to phone for help, but the phone 
wouldn't work and one of the ladies got 
a pistol. The dog was still attacking 
Oliver when the women returned out- 
side and the pistol was not used for fear 
of hitting the woman, 

After hitting the dog with a broom in 
an attempt to help Oliver, Furlow got in 
a ¢ar and went to find help. Only 
one-half mile up the road she spotted 
two deer hunters; who immediately 
went to the scene of the attact. When 
the hunters arrived, the bulldog had 
dragged the woman approximately 30 
feet, around the corner of the house, 
and left the body near a pump house. 
Donald Green shot the dog in the leg 
with a 30/30 rifle, then Robert Stinson 
shot and killed the dog with a shotgun. 

Pike County Sheriff's Dept. 
authorities and two ambulances from a 


Troy ambulance company were called-to 


the scene, and both attack victims were 
taken to a Troy hospital, where Oliver 
later died. 


The case is still under investigation 
by the Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
and the District Attorney's office.
